June 20.—Re­ 
ports from the Colorado river sec­ 
tion continue to be favorable for an 
early return of normal 
conditions. 
From Eldorado Canyon to Parker re­ 
ports show a gradually-falling water. 
Thin la thought to be largely due to 
the break In the river in Northwest­ 
ern Arisona, 
where 
the 
runaway 
flood cut across the sand-dunes for 
thirty-two miles, describing 
a semi­ 
circle before it got back to the old 
channel. 
On Ita course the flood encountered 
a dry lake bed, which la said to be 
rapidly filling. 
From reports receiv­ 
ed here, there seems every likelihood 
that another Inland sea, similar to 
the Salton Sea, is being formed in 
Arisona. 
lf the new reservoir which 
the river Ie forming proves capable 
of retaining the water, 
there la u 
likelihood that the alts may be chos­ 
en by the government 
to conserve 
the flood waters of the unruly river 
in the future. 
By euch a method It Is expected 
thst damage along the old channel 
would be done away with, and that 
the water so conserved 
could 
be 
turned back Into the old 
channel 
when the ranchers below 
found It 
necessary to raise the 
level of the 
river for Irrigation purposes.

THE TARIFF IN THE CAM­ 
PAIGN 


The real issues of the hour, the is­ 
sues in which the American 
people 
have real and deep concern, must un­ 
der the American political system re­ 
main submerged until the two great 
parties shall have held their conven­ 
ticles, adopted their platforms, nomi­ 
nated their candidates and submitted 
their claims generally to the scrutiny 
of the people. The tension occasion­ 
ed by the holding of the conventions 
and the naming of the standard-bear­ 
ers relaxes when the national gather­ 
ings adjourn. 
Then coolness and 
calmness take the 
place of enthus­ 
iasm, disappointment and excitement. 
There is a deliberate summing up and 
examination of results. 
The public 
mind reverts inevitably to the ques­ 
tions that were uppermost before per­ 
sonality gave heat 
to the 
contest. 
Then comes the questioning period in: 
the presidential campaign, and it is, 
during this period that opinions be- j 
come unsettled or fixed according to j 
the impression drawn by the citizen j 
from the case presence to him Jay th e ; 
politician. 
Until the shouting is hushed, and 
the music ceases, until the delegates 
have turned their backs upon the dec­ 
orated and illuminated convention cit­ 
ies and found themselves 
at 
home 
among a people going about their bus­ 
iness in the usual way, the personal 
factor will no doubt dominate the sit­ 
uation. But afterward, through the 
summer and fall, the thinking people 
of the nation will be 
asking them­ 
selves and each other about the issues 
that were suspended, and practically 
forgotten, when persons were pushed 
to the front and principles to the rear. 
There will, for instance, be an irresist­ 
ible disposition to inquire how the suc­ 
cess of this party or the defeat of that 
will affect the high cost of living, the 
regulation of the trusts, the construc­ 
tion of waterways, the development 
and public control of the means of dis­ 
tribution, the reform of the banking 
and currency systems, how’ it will af­ 
fect the standard of living of the aver­ 
age citizen and average family, how it 
will promote the welfare of the mil­ 
lions, how it will dispose of the tariff 
question. 
The tariff question has been lost 
sight of in these later days, but it 
would be a grave mistake on the part 
of the politicians to assume that it has 
been permanently retired as an issue* 
It is bound to loom up as big as ever, 
just as soon as the tumult of the con­ 
ventions subsides. There can be no 
mistaking the public attitude toward 
it. Popular demand is for a thorough 
and an honest revision of the tariff as 
the first step in 
legislation 
toward 
practically every other economic re­ 
form. The tariff is certain to force it­ 
self upon the coming campaign. It 
cannot be kept out of it, and that par­ 
ty which can give the best assurance 
respecting it for the future will 
be 
able to establish a strong claim upon 
the attention and favor of the people. 
—Christian Science Monitor.

NON-PARTISAN 
MUNICIPAL 
ELECTIONS 


Wisconsin has led the way in an­ 
other reform. 
Last week its legisla­ 
ture passed the Stern bill prohibiting 
the use of all party emblems or desig­ 
nations on ballots used in municipal 
primaries and regular elections in ev­ 
ery city of the state. 
It is the first 
general law of the sort to be adopted. 
The result, crowning five years of ef­ 
fort on the part of municipal reform­ 
ers. was undoubtedly hastened by the 
proof that the two principal parties 
acting together could outvote the So­ 
cialists in Milwaukee. 
After it was 
pointed out to the party leaders that 
a non-partisan municipal ballot would 
render fusion simpler and probably 
weaken the Socialists, they decided to 
advocate the reform. In its practical 
effect the new law will provide what 
virtually amounts to a Massachusetts 
form of ballot to be used in all munic­ 
ipal elections 
and 
primaries. 
The 
measure, as first proposed by the Mil­ 
waukee charter commission in 1908, 
applied to that city 
alone. 
It 
was 
thrice defeated. Last year another of 
the commission's measures, 
a 
far­ 
reaching home rule bill which gives 
Wisconsin municipalities almost com­ 
plete control over their own local af­ 
fairs, was passed. Now the nonpar­ 
tisan ballot bill, with which goes a 
provision requiring a majority Vote for 
election, has passed with practically 
no opposition save from the Socialist 
members.

Rooarlo Sains will not be hanged. 
He Is to spend the rest of his life In 
the penitentiary. 
That was the decision of the Jury 
that yesterday evening brought In a 
verdict of guilty of murder In the first 
degree, fixing the penalty at life Im* 
prisonment. The Jury was out fifty* 
three minutes.- 
Sains sat in a chair beside Deputy 
Sheriff Squired. He had awaited the 
coming of the Jury with the same cool* 
Bima that has marked his career as 
aa outlaw and * prisoner. Once he 
made a guess that there would be a 
hung Jury. Later he raised his guess 
to manslaughter. When the Jury came 
la to report Its verdict, Sains was 
leaning back In his chair, which rest* 
ad against the rail. 
One foot was 
■winging. 
8atns was pulling slowly 
at his mustache. 
8. W. Price, foreman of the Jury, 
rose to read hie verdict. At the first 
word Salns’s foot ceased swinging and 
Sains Int go of bls mustache. Price 
read th* verdict. Sains made no 
move. There was no change of ex* 
preaslon. His foot went to swinging 
again, and his fingers resumed their 
occupation at bls upper lip. 
It was a year age this month that 
Balas, known among the Mexicans as 
“8aroo,” which means wall-eyed 
or 
blue-eyed, waa tried for murder, and a 
Jury hrmiffht In a verdict of murder 
la the first degree. This left no choice 
tar the Judge, and Sains was sentenced 
to be hanged on August SI. An ap­ 
peal was taken by Salns’s attorneys, 
Welsel it Dutton of Anaheim, and on 
an error a new trial was secured. 
Balas was charged with the killing 
of Jose Machado, an Indian sheep­ 
shearer, at Santos Carrlsosa’s camp 
near Sunset Beach In September, 1909. 
Sains escaped to Mexico. He was 
brought back, and In October, 1910, 
be escaped from the Orange county 
Jail la the most sensational Jail-break 
ever accomplished in this county. He 
fought In the federal army in Lower 
California, but became so quarrelsome 
that the federal officers were glad to 
get rid of him. He was brought back,

SCIENTIFIC ATTACK TO BE 
MADE ON WALNUT BUGHT 


BERKLEY, June 21.—'The plan of 
campaign for the University of Cali­ 
fornia's war on the plant diseases and 
and Insect pests of Southern Califor­ 
nia during th* coming twelve months 
was adopted by the Regents at their 
June meeting, as provided by tho 
laws. 
Walnut blight will be attacked in 
a new way—by direct spraying with 
fungicides. 
That walnut trees 
can 
be 
rendered 
immune against the 
blight which has caused such heavy 
lose of nuts has been proved by the 
University's work at Whittier, Ana­ 
heim and elsewhere. The method Is 
to graft on tho old trunks walnut 
stock which is resistant to tho dis- 
ie. 
Heretofore It has been 
re­ 
garded aa Impracticable to fight the 
disease by spraying, ainee the spread 
of the foliage la so great. New Eng­ 
land experience In attacking the gyp­ 
sy moth on shads and forest trees 
resulted In the devising of new ar­ 
rangements for spraying vary large 
tress, whioh Thomas F. Hunt of tho 
University staff now will try in fights 
lug walnut blight. A monograph on 
tho walnut In California by Professor 
Ralph A Smith and his associates 
will bg published la th# agar future. 


Crown-gsll of fruit trees has now 
been explained by the discovery by 
C. O. Smith of tho organism which 
causes the disease. By artificial in­ 
oculation he has demonstrated 
its 
character. Now he is testing various 
available fruit tree roots, In the en­ 
deavor to find varieties naturally re­ 
sistant or Immune to the disease. 
The University’s Plant Pathologic­ 
al Laboratory at Whittier has shown 
tho lemon growers that the “brown 
rot" which was a serious Injury to 
tho marketability of fruit may 
be 
prevented by disinfecting the lemon- 
washer. 
Now 
B. E. Thomas 
will 
continue at Whittler experiments to 
show how other spots, blemishes and 
forms of decay In the lemon may lie 
prevented and their keeping quality 
bettered. 
Root rot of fruit trees will be stud­ 
ied by Professor W. T. Horae. Dis­ 
eases of the watermelon, onion, to­ 
mato and sweet potato will be stud­ 
ied by 8. 8. Rogers. How the health 
of fruit tress and other plants lo af­ 
fected by various soil characters and 
conditions will ho a special field of 
Investigation at Whittier by E. 
E. 
Thomas.

HE Democratic national conven­ 
tion of 1012 returns to the city 
where the first national convec­ 
tion of that party assembled 
eighty years ago. 
Up to and Includ­ 
ing 1824 presidential nominations were 
made by committees of congress. 
In 
that year the system was attacked, 
and between that and 1S2S various 
conventions were held In different parts 
ct the country, but no Democratic na­ 
tional convention, properly speaking, 
was assembled till 1832. 
That year 
one gathered at Baltimore ami nomi­ 
nated President Andrew Jackson for a 
second term. 
The convention which named Martin 
.Van Buren as Jackson's successor also 
m et in Baltimore, but was a year 
ahead of time, belna held In 1835. Tho 
lour succeeding national conventions 
of the party were likewise held in the 
{Maryland metropolis—that of 1840 re- 
Xioininatlng Van Buren, that of 1844 
naming James K. jl’olk, that of 1848 
■electing Lewis Cass and that of 1852 
choosing Franklin Pierce. 
Thus far 
Baltimore us a Democratic convention 
d t y was lucky, four of the live candi­ 
dates named there having been elected. 
With 1852. however, the scepter und 
the luck departed from Baltimore. 
Tour yearn later Buchanan was nomi­ 
nated at CiDciuuati. In 1800 the Dem­ 
ocratic couveutiou first met at Charles­ 
ton and spilt Into fragments, two of 
these afterward reassembling in Balti­ 
more and naming two tickets, one 
beaded by Stephen A. Douglas and the 
other by John C. Breckinridge. 
A 
third fragment reconvened at Itich- 
mond aud Indorsed Breckinridge. This
